‘TC FFORTS at iriternational peace

“Cultural lag” is a phrase now 
used in texts on social science, and 
was introduced by W. F. Ogburn in 
his work “Social Change.” This 
‘means that spiritual progress often 


takes place more slowly than ma- 
terial advance. Material inventions 


‘are made, and then time is re-| 
quired before people get adjusted | 


‘to using them properly. 

Ogburn illustrates “cultural lag” 
‘by the ruthless exploitation of our 
forest resources by our people in 
‘order to provide for the needs of 
jan expanding industrial life. He 
\finds that materia! conditions with 
reference to the forests have 
changed so that we now need to 
conserve them, but exploitation 
still goes on. In other words, our 
material advance outstripped our 
moral duty and consciousness. We 
needed the forest resources for 
autos and skystrapers and air- 
planes and battleships, but were 
forgetful all the while that we 
were destroying a resource which 
was for the “common good” and 
also for posterity. 

Now the ethicians of old pro- 
vided against the “cultural lag.”

Reaching Conclusions 
Without The 
Charch 


SINCERELY respect zealous 
and earnest men who, knowing 
the Bible to be the word of God, 
and finding it full of light and 
sweetness, think that it is enough 
for them to take that divine word 
alone, and to read it for them- 
selves. They are nearer to the 
Fountain. There have been doubt- 
less in every age multitudes of 
humble and pious men who, having 
been born out of the light of the 
Catholic faith, and knowing no 
better, have taken the Bible as 
their sole rule of life, as far as 
they could understand it. I sin- 
cerely respect all such, and for this 
reason: they submit themselves 
with all their heart to every word 
that they can understand in that 
divine Scripture, and if they could 
know it better and understand it 
more fully, they would obey it 
with all their sincerity and all 
their soul, 

But we must not forget the 
falseness of the principle. in the 
goodness of these people. The 
principle is visibly erroneous, The 
endless contradictions and the 
steady diminution of truth among 
those who go by that principle 
would be sufficient to show that it 
is not God’s way of faith. Unless 
the divine Scripture be read with 
the light of the day of Pentecost 
upon its page, there is no divine 
and unerring interpretation. For 
there is no channel through which 
that light descends to\us except 
through the one Church of God. 
From no other interpreter can we 
learn the true meaning of Holy 
Scripture. Through no channel but 
the Church alone can we receive 
the perfect material object of faith 
——that is, the whole revelation of 
Jesus Christ. 

A fragmentary Christianity may 
be put together by texts of Scrip- 
ture truly understood; but the 
whole revelation of Pentecost can 
be known only in and through the 
Church. A_ correct interpretation 
of many parts of Holy Scripture 
may be attained without the guid- 
ance of the Church, but a divine 
certainty that such interpretation

iwithout it.

“God is wonderful in His saints,” 
sang the Royal Prophet. The re- 
cent news dispatch from the Vati- 
can City announcing the decision 
of the Sacred Congregation of 
Rites is, indeed, a happy omen, a 
gracious and an auspicious token 
that, at a time when Spain—the 


—is passing through the storm and 
stress of religious persecution, God 
in His inscrutable designs will 
soon give her a new saint, a pow- 
erful intercessor before His merci- 
ful throne in the person of that 


the Apostle of Spain during the 
nineteenth century—the Venerable 
Anthony M. Claret, Archbishop of 
Santiago de Cuba, Confessor of 
Queen Isabelle II of Spain, and 
‘founder of the Congregation of the 
Missionary Sons of the Immacu- 
late Heart of Mary, popularly 
known in America as the “Clare- 
tian Missionaries.” 


Doubtless Father Claret—as he 
is affectionately called down to this 
day—-was the greatest man in 
Spain during the nineteenth cen- 
tury. He is one of the Spanish Im- 
mortals that form the glorious 
galaxy of saints and sages, dis- 
eoverers and missionaries who at 
sundry times have given splendor 
to the land of their birth, the seat 
and habitat of ancient chivalry and 
romance, the Iberic Peninsula. The 
Venerable Claret is considered one 
& the most persecuted saints in 
Christendom and reputed the most 
prolific and most widely read and 
most popular writer in the nine- 
teenth century. He is, likewise, 
numbered among the most highly 
and extraordinarily. privileged 
saints in the history of the Cath- 
olic Church, 


Still we find another circum- 
stance—well worth our undivided 
attention—in the cause of beatifi- 
cation of this great Servant of 
God, the Venerable Anthony M. 
Claret. The Spanish revolution of 
1868 banished him from his coun- 
try and sent him into France. 
There, poor and unknown, he died 
two years later in 1870, in a Cis- 
tercian Monastery at Fontfroide. 
On his glorious tomb the celebrat- 
ed words of the fearless Hilde- 
brand, Pope Gregory VII, were en- 
graved: “I have loved justice and 
hated” iniquity, therefore, I- die in 
exile.” Now he will be raised to 
the honor of the altars at a time 
when another revolution in Spain 
has sent priests and prelates into 
the land of exile. 


Apostolic Process Concerning the

On that 
solemn occasion a pontifical brief 
will be published permitting the 
public cultus and veneration of the 
newly beatified person now known 
as Blessed. 


Biographical Sketch. 


Sallent, Catalonia, Spain, is the 
birthplace of the Venerable An- 


ember 23, 1807, and died at Font- 
froide, France, October 24, 1870. In 
July 16, 1849, he founded at Vich, 
Spain, the Congregation of the Mis- 
sionary Sons of the Immaculate 
Heart of Mary, the “Claretian Mis- 
sionaries.” Shortly after, in 1850, 
he was preconized and consecrated 
archbishop of Santiago de Cuba. He 
governed the Cuban Archdiocese 
for six years, until 1857, when Pope 
Pius IX appointed him confessor 
and spiritual director of Queen Isa- 
bella II of Spain. 

In 1868 the Spanish. revolution 
exiled him into France where he 
passed away, in a Cistercian Mon- 
-astery, at Fontfroide, on October 
24, 1870. He was present at the 
Vatican Council, which was also at- 
tended by the young American pre- 
late, the late Cardinal Gibbons of 
Baltimore. 

Archbishop Claret was a great 
preacher and a saintly missionary. 
He conducted missions all over 
Spain and the Canary Islands, in 
Italy, France, and C@ba. He was a 
‘most prolific and voluminous writ- 
er. He was the most widely read 
and most popular writer in the 
nineteenth century. Yet, his mas- 
terpiece is the Congregation of the 
Missionary Sons of the Immaculate 
Heart of Mary.

Teachers of Singing 
Laud Cardinal’s Stand 
Against Crooning Fad 


New York—The stand recently 
taken by His Eminence William 
Cardinal O’Connell, Archbishop of 
Boston, in protest against the fash- 
ion of “crooning” is indorsed in a 
resolution adopted by the New York 
State Singing Teachers’ Associa- 
tion. The Association believes that 
the Cardinal’s statement has had

“We, as teachers of singing, feel 
that the influence of this devital- 
ized tone is detrimental to the 
highest form of normal voice pro- 
cesses,” the resolution says, speak- 
ing of “crooning.”

To Heed Pontiff’s 
Plea For Penance 


Chicago.—A striking statement, 
which is made the leading editorial 
in the current issue of The Chris- 
tian Century, a monthly magazine 
which describes itself as “an un- 
denominational journal of religion” 
and which is edited by Charles 
Clayton Morrison, a Protestant 


minister, calls upon Protestants to 
heed the appeal of Pope Pius XI 
for repentance, an appeal, it states, 
addressed “not alone to those who 
are proud of the Christian name, 
but ‘to all who still believe in God 
and adore Him.’” 


Quoting excerpts from the Holy 
Father’s Encyclical, Caritate 
Christi Compulsi, the editorial 
declares that the Papal pronounce- 
ment “would be true whoever said 
it.” “And we ask our readers,” 
the statement adds, “in every way 
open to them to pass on this invi- 
tation.” 

The editorial, under the title of 
“The Pope Calls to Repentance,” 
is as follows: 

“The Pope has appealed to the 
world. Not alone to the faithful, 
but to the whole world. Not alone 
to those who are proud of the 
Christian name, but ‘to all who still 
believe in God and adore Him.’ It 
is, In his judgment, an hour of 
crisis, such as the world has not 
hitherto known. ‘For God or 
against God, this once more is the 
alternative that shall decide the 
destinies of all mankind, in poli- 
tics, in finance, in morals, in the 
sciences and arts, in the state, in 
civil and domestic society, in the 
east and in the west, everywhere 
this question confronts us, as the 
deciding factor because of the con- 
sequences that flow from it.’ It is 
‘in such an hour that the Pope 
‘turns to all the world. 

“If the substance of the Papal 
letter had been preached from a 
great Protestant pulpit, we should 
|have said, “Thank God, here is a 
‘voice that is dealing with living 
|issues!’ Some of it is indeed ad- 
‘dressed to Catholics only but the 
greater part of the letter is meant 
‘for Christendom, and all who. be- 
‘long to Christendom, whether in 
‘the Catholic Church or in the re- 
‘formed churches, should read and 
consider seriously this diagnosis of 
‘the world in which they must live 
‘together, and the way of recovery 
‘which the Pope sets forth. 


Seeks Root-Causes 


“The present distress, as he sees 
it, is worldwide. The whole of 
humanity is held bound by a finan- 
cial and economic crisis; the more 
it struggles to be free, the harder 
seems the task. The Pope does not 
resort to the foolishness of shal- 
low-pated writers who talk of the 
swing of the pendulum as though 
things will right themselves, if 
only men will wait. Rather he 
seeks for the root-causes, which he 
‘finds in the accursed hunger for 
gold,’ in the sordid egotism of in- 
idividuals and society and in the 
exaggerated nationalism which is 
only another expression of that 
same egotism. Greed is the root

Writing in Time and Tide, he 
says that “in an age which looks 
up to the business man as its re- 
presentative here, it is an excellent 
thing that someone having author- 
ity and a wireless station” should 
be prepared to raise his voice un- 
compromisingly against the oppres- 
sions and injustices worked through 
great wealth. 


“The Reformation,” he declares, 
“was by no means an unmixed bles- 
sing. Protestantism. ..... has a 
great crime to answer for: it sanc- 
tified the business man. There were, 
of course, plenty of business men 


before the Reformation, and they 


wielded without scruple the power 
which money gives. But these rich 
men were always regarded, by the 
official guardians of moral stand- 
ards, as the devil’s subjects. It re- 
mained for Protestantism to natu- 
ralize them as God's. . . 

“The Papal fulminations against 
greed and avarice do good service 
in the cause of reason.”

NEXT—REORGANIZE. THE SCHOOL 
SYSTEM 


The stress of the times has créated a alten ‘de- 
mand for the re-organization of‘ government policies, . 
whether federal, state or municipal. It is generally 
agreed that we have too much government at too high 
a price. 

Next in order it.seems that there should be universal 
demand for the improvement of public education, and on 
a much lower budget. There is greater-extravagance in 
the educational field; with poorer results, than in'the field 
of. government. Whether this be because School Boards 
are overpowered by the excellent organization of the Na- 
tional Education System, or whether it be that any pro- 
posal to reconstruct the educational system is construed 
as an attack on education itself, the fact remains that 
there is no movement to improve the system despite the 
widespread criticisms of it. 

Whenever a prominent educator talks on the subject 
of education he is almost sure to find fault with the very 
organization with which he is associated. 


Recently at a round table discussion on education 
for citizenship, Dr. A. Caswell Ellis, of the Western Re- 
serve University, claimed “that American education has 
failed dismally in its effort to train its students for good 
citizenship.” He said: | 

“The primary justification for our expensive public 
school system and, to a great extent, for the numerous 
kinds of schools and colleges, has been that they educated 
our citizens for the responsibilities of citizenship. 

“But events in recent years have proved that the 
leaders of education and the schools that developed them 
have failed utterly to meet this responsibility. 

“The graduates and colleges of the best educated 
nations of the world led the world recently into a useless 
war. The same educated leaders have engendered a 
spirit of hatred and fear which has made sincerity and 
intelligence in international dealings notable for their 
absence, and has saddled on the nations a burden of tax- 
ation for past and future wars which leaves a mere pit- 
tance to provide the great, aati Rons of human. civiliza- 
tion.’ ay 


Continuing his indictment, sia cage se declared :

‘Conflict In Malta 
With Church Ends 


VALETTA, MALTA.—Two years 
of strife between the Government 
of Malta and the Catholic Church 
was brought to an end by an 
apology from the Prime Minister, 
Lord Strickland, to the Church 
authorities. 

Lord Strickland admitted that in 
“defending himself against his 
political opponents’” he = clashed 
with the Church, and withdrew his 
words. He reiterated that he wish- 
ed to “remain a faithful son of the 
Holy Church.” 

Thus was closed a_ turbulent 
chapter in the history of this rock- 
ribbed and strategic island, which 
is ruled by Great Britain. It is one 
of the world’s most important 
naval bases. 

The dispute was brought to the 
attention of the world when Lord 
Strickland protested the transfer 
of a Franciscan monk from the 
‘island to Sicily. He charged the 
Church with persecuting the monk 
for his political fidelity to Great 
Britain. 

An assassin, identified as an 
‘Englishman and member of a club 
affiliated with Italian Fascists, 
‘fired three wild shots at Lord 
‘Strickland as he entered a court

Says Red Propaganda 
Is Sown In Schools 


CHICAGO, ILL.—Charges that 
pro-soviet sympathies were being 
excited in students of universities 
in Chicago and in pupils of some 
surburban schools were made re- 
cently in an address by Mrs. Albert 
W. Dilling. 

“T have been told by responsible 
persons that the Russian primer is 
being taught in the Winnetka 
schools and_that the children come 
home to ask their parents why the 
United States doesn’t have a five- 
year plan,” said Mrs. Dilling. 

“T have bought literature pub- 
lished by the I. W. W. organization 
at the Y. M. C. A. in Northwestern 
University,” she said. “The secre- 
tary sold it to me. All disarma- 
ment and peace pamphlets were 
free. The pamphlet I bought was 
entitled ‘The Shame That Is Ken- 
tucky’s.’ There was plenty of pro- 
soviet literature around.” 

Fourteen professors of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, Mrs. Duilling 
charged, were associated with the 
American Civil Liberties Union, 
which, in turn, she declared, was 
“hooked up with the League of In- 
dustrial Democracy.” 

“The National Students’ League, 
a Communist organization, is offi- 
cially recognized by the dean’s 
office at the ‘University of Chicago, 
I understand,” she said. 

The American Civil 
Union protects the Young Pioneer 
camps, engineered by Soviet agen- 
cies, some of which are springing 
up in this country, the speaker de- 
clared. 

“You never hear a pacifist object 
to the fact that twenty million per- 
sons in Russia are having military 
training.” 

The Federal Council of Churches 
of Christ in America, Mrs. Dilling 
asserted, is controlled by a small 
radical clique which directs its 
propaganda for the causes of dis- 
armament, the league of nations, 
and cancellation of debts.

Does the Church teach that 
the marriage state is lower 
than any other? 


No. The Church has always 
taught that any- state of life, 
in which adult people are ex- 
pected to work out their sal- 
vation should itself be sacred. 
We usually distinguish be- 

. tween three states of life, 
which are (1) that of religious 
banded together and conse- 
crated to God by vow; (2) 
that of the celibate or unmar- 
ried living in the world when 
it is also embraced by vow or 
chosen deliberately from a su- 
pernatural motive; and (3) 
that of the married, which too 
is embraced by the mutual 
vow or oath of the contracting 
parties, and which in God's 
Church has a sacramental 
character... 

Of the three states, that of 
perpetual consecration to God 
in Yeligion, and especially in 
the holy priesthood, must be 
highest, because those 
embrace it make the service 
of God, the promotion of His 
interests, their own sanctifica- 
tion and the salvation of 
#@hers, a life’s profession. 

The state of celibacy out- 
side of religion is next in 
merit if those who follow it be 
motivated by a desire to live 
in closer union with God, to 
have Him as their first love, to 
have better opportunity to 
promote personal sanctity or 
to engage in works of mercy. 
The unmarried state in the 
world is not higher than the 
married state if it be pursued 
principally for the sake of 
shirking duties, or hardships, 
or to insure greater indepen- 


idence; in other words, if its 
motive be anything but super- 
natural. 


The married state may be 
embraced from motives as ex- 
alted as those which lead one 
to adopt the religious life or 
that of virginal celibacy in the 
world. Its primary purpose 
is not to make a concession to 
human weakness, not to legal- 
ize intimate companionship, 
but to promote a great work 
of God the while husband and 
wife, each and jointly, ad- 
vance their salvation and 
sanctification by worthily fil- 
ling the role of parents. 


These three states of life, 
all sacred, are clearly out- 
lined in Holy Scripture: “I 
have chosen you’; “Preach 
the gospels to every crea- 
ture’; “If thou will be perfect 
'¢o sell what thou hast. . . and 
follow Me’, are words addres- 
sed by Christ to those whom 
God calls to the highest state.

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Census Discloses 
Later Marriages 


W ASHINGTON.—A trend away 
from early marriage in the United 
States for the first time since the 
compilation of marital statistics 
was begun in 1890 is shown by fig- 
ures for 1930 in a report issued by 
the Bureau of the Census. The per- 
centage of divorce rose for both 
sexes. 

In 1930 there were 26,327,109 
married males and 26,170,756 mar- 
ried females in the country. Single 
males totalled 14,953,712 and single 
females 11,306,653; widowed in- 
cluded 2,025,036 males and 4,734,207 
females, and divorced 489,478 males 
and 573,148 females. 

The survey disclosed a slight in- 


w Man came} 


crease in the percentage of mar- 
ried males and females 15 years old 
and over. The percentage of mar- 
ried males rose from 59.2 in 1920 
to 60 in 1930, and of females from 
60.6 in 1920 to 61.1 in 1930. 


“Considered by age periods, how- 
ever,” the bureau said, “it is found 
that the percentage married for 
males 15 to 19 years old decreased 
from 2.1 in 1920 to 1.7 in 1930, and 
for those 20 to 24 years old, the 
nercentage decreased from 28.3 to 
28.1. For females 15 to 19 years 
old the percentage married ‘in- 
creased from 12.5 to 12.6 between 
1920 and 1930, while during the 
same period for those 20 to 24 
vears old the percentage decreased 
from 52.3 to 51.6. 

“For all age groups from 25 to 
64 years the percentages married 
were higher for both sexes in 19230 
than in 1920. For persons 65 vears 
‘old and over the percentage mar- 
'ried was lower for men and higher 
'for women tn 1930 than in 1920.

The percentage widowed was 
slightly lower in 1930 than in 1920 
for both males and females at aj] 
ages. Of the total male population 
15 years old and over in 1930. 4.6 
percent were widowed, and of the 
females, 11.1 per cent. The excess 
of widows over widowers, which 
has been shown at each census for 
which marital statistics are avail- 
able, is probably due in part to 
more frequent remarriages among 
men than among women: in part 
to the greater longevity of women 
than of men; and in part to the 
fact that men usually marry at 
later ages than women. 

“For the male population 15 
years old and over in 1930. the per- 
centage divorced was 1.1. as com- 
pared with 0.6 in 1920: and for fe- 
males, 1.3, as compared with 0.8 in 
1920. For all age neriods for both 
sexes approximately the same rela- 
tive increases were shown in the 
percentages divorced, The highest 
percentage divorced for women (2) 
was returned for those at ages 30

“Bouncing Quarterback” 


In 1924 and 1925 successively the 
Yellow Jackets of St. Anthony’s, 
San Antonio, won the Junior inter- 
scholastic football championship, 
which was sponsored by the San 
Antonio Light. The Jackets, pilot- 
ed both seasons by Larry Seidel, 
as he was then known, garnered a 
total of 256 points against 55 
points of the opposition. Out of 
fourteen starts the boys from St. 
Anthony’s won twelve games, los- 
ing one game in the former season 
y a single point, and another in 
1925 by three points. The latter 
victory was gained by Del Rio 
High in the last thirty-five seconds 
of play, by a field-goal from. the 
eighteen-yard line, after quarter- 
back Seidel had left the game on 
account of injuries. 

In recognition of his skill on the 
gridiron Seidel was twice the all- 
conference’s unanimaus choice for 
the generaliissimo position. The 
Light gave him a quarter page cut, 
featuring him in the moleskins, 
holding in his right hand a magi- 
cian’s wand, and his left a helmet, 
from which were emerging at his 
bidding the other backs of the 
team. “Four Magicians” they were 
styled, since it was claimed that 
they never gained ground by the 
use of the same play. 

_ Today, after having participated 
in all other major sports besides 
football, Lawrence J. Feidel stands 
at the altar, having been ordained 
to the priesthood of the Catholic

The Rev. Father Lawrence J. 
Seidel, son of Mr. and Mrs. Ber- 
nard Seidel, was born in the city 
of Detroit, Mich., May 19, 1906. 
After attending the school of the 
Holy Redeemer, he left for the 
Texas institution, where he com- 
menced his high school work in 
1921. His college and seminary 
courses were likewise pursued at 
San Antonio. His secondary educa- 
tion leading to the priesthood was 
obtained under guidance of the Ob- 
lates of Mary Immaculate, a re- 
ligious community of which the 
young priest has become a mem- 
ber. 

Father Seidel lost his mother 
during his infancy. She was a sis- 
ter of the Ven. Sister M. Gene- 
vieve of the Catholic Central high 
school. It was with the intention 
of visiting his aunt. at the local 
institution that the youthful mis- 
sionary priest has seen fit to spend 
a day at Hammond. 

During his visit here Father 
Seidel said Mass Sunday morning 
at 8:30 o’clock in the convent 
chapel. Members of the graduates 
of the 1931 class attended. These 
former Centralites, members of Sr.

Father Lawrence J. Seidel is a 
member of the Missionary Oblates 
of Mary Immaculate of the South- 
western Province of the U. S&.; 
established in 1851, and presided 
over by the Very.Rev. Theodore 
Labourne, having headquarters at 
San Antonio. 

Any person within the church, 
not a professed monk or friar, 
may be classed as an oblate, if his 
life is dedicated to service in re- 
ligion.. The Oblates of Mary Im- 
maculate were founded back in 
1816 by a Frenchman, Charles 
Joseph Eugene de Mazenod (1782- 
1861), of Aix, France. 

Having received the approval of 
Pope Leo XII on February 12, 
1826, the organization of mission- 
aries, including both priests and 
lay-brothers, has spread to every 
continent, except South America, In 
our hemisphere the Oblates have a 
mission in the diocese that includes 
the North Pole, at Fort Smith. 
About one-half of the total of 14,- 
000 Eskimos on this continent be- 
long to this most northern diocese. 
The inhabitants prefer to be called 
the “Innua,” meaning in their lan- 
guage, “all other men below us.” 
Geographically this may be aceur- 
ate; however, culturally it will be 
remembered, that some of these 
people still indulge in raw meats. 
. The Oblates of Mary Immacu- 
late possess about three hundred 
religious houses, conduct fifty 
secondary schools, colleges and 
seminaries, and one university, 
that at Ottawa. The latter insti- 
tution received a civil charter in 
1866, and began its secular exist- 
ence with the Conferation of the 
Canadian Provinces. In 1888 Pope 
Leo XII raised the College and 


te University of Ottawa to the 
mank of a Catholic University.

God does not “change.” Being 
absolutely “perfect,” there can be 
no change for the better; there can 
be no improvement. He cannot 
possibly know more than He does, 
for He knows all things.

in the world today. When we say. 
“bad-example” we do not mean that 
all the people are terrible sinners, 
We mean that there are “careless” 
, Pee who laugh at us for saying 
our daily prayers; who make fun 
of us for keeping the Lord’s Day 
holy by going to Mass in all kinds 
of weather. They cannot under- 
stand why we go to confesson and 
receive Holy Communion. 


You do understand why; even the 
youngest of you. You believe that 
God is your Father and that you 
are His child. That a child should 
show all respect and obedience to 
his Father. You ask him each morn- 
ing to watch over you during the | 
day, and thank Him each night for 
His goodness to you. He gives you 


{six days each week to play and 


work, and, no matter where you are 
working or on your vacation, you 
know yoti must do your very best 
to “Keep holy the Lord’s . Day.” 
Your good parents always _ find 
some place for a vacation .where 
they can get you to Sunday Mass. 
Other: children, who are good chil- 
dren, but do ‘not belie¥é@.-all ‘that 
God has taught, might*bé up late 
Saturday nights and sleap late Sun- 
day mornings, but, not YOU. You 
have learned the 3rd. (Command- 
ment of God ,and believe you must 
obey it. 

It is terrible to hear the tiny, in- 
nocent lips of a child using God’s 
Holy Name. They heard some big- 
ger person using it, and many chil- 
dren do not realize how wrong it is. 
Not YOU, for you love the Name of 
God, and the Name of Jesus. You 
have learned the 2nd. Commiand- 
ment of God, and are determined to 
obey it. “Thou shalt not take the 
Name of the Lord thy God in Vain.” 


And so with many other things 
which you may see and hear dur- 
ing the vacation time. Do not be 
misled. God is still nearby, for 
He is everywhere. There is no va- 
cation from doing good; there is no 
vacation from doing what is right. 
Be steady little soldiers of Jesus 
Christ, and no matter what others 
may say or do, YOU be faithful and 
obedient in all things to God. 


The death of St. Stephen brought 

a general persecution upon the 
faithful follewers of Christ in Jeru- 
salem. Saul, a man who felt a deep 
respect for the teachings of the 
Old Testament, rushed into the 
homes of the early Christians and 
hauling them out, placed them in 
prison. Yet this same Saul, who 
jhad a violent temper, and thought 
of nothing but punishment and 
death for the disciples of Christ, 
was changed by the prayers of St. 
Stephen. 

Saul, a citizen of Tarsus, rushed 
to the high-priest, and received per- 
mission even to go outside Jerusa- 
lem and bring in the Christians to 
be condemned. However, while he 
was on his way to the town of 
Damascus, he was suddenly sur- 
rounded by a heavenly light, bright- 
jer than the sun, and he was thrown 
to the ground. At the same time 
he heard a voice saying in the Heb- 
rew language, “Saul, Saul, why 
idost thou. persecute. Me? Tt” “Lond, 
who art Thou?” asked Saul. “I am 
Jesus. Whom thou persecutest.” 

‘Saul arose,-but he could not see. 
The brightness of the heavenly 
vision had blinded him. His servants 
helped him, and Saul went on to 
Damaseus to find the disciple 
named Ananias, to whom Jesus had 
sent Saul.. Meanwhile, God had 
told Ananias to watch for Saul. 
Ananias .was frightened to meet 
him, for he’ had. heard of the cruelty 
of Saul.toward Christians. Anan- 
ias did, visit Saul, and baptized. him 
and confirmed: him. Immediately 
Saul, known to us as St. Paul, re- 
coveréd his‘sight: He spent some 
time at Damascus with the disci- 
ples of Christ; often visited the 
Temple to preach Jesus. crucified to 
the Jews. They all wondered how 
the enemy of the Christians should 
have become now a true apostle of 
the Gospel of Jesus Christ. 

St. Paul went into Arabia and 
remained three years. Upon his re- 
turn to Damascus the Jews were so 
angry at him, that they sought to 
take his life. They considered him 
a traitor; but Paubwas only follow- 
ing the special commands of God. 
The same fearlessness and courage 
and warmth with which he had per- 
secuted the Christians, now filled 
his soul with a holy zeal to bring 
the light of the Gospel to the 
Jews. Jerusalem had known Saul 
only for his violent persecution; 
now they beheld the Apostle of the 
Gentiles fired with a holy zeal born 
of God.
